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Tue British steamer City Camp from 
St. Johns, N. F., was off the coast of 
Cork, on the 5th, waterlogged, having 
encountered a terrible storm on Sep- 
tember 6. Her cabins were filled with 
water and all on board had been living 
on the poop deck of the vessel ever 
since. Tugs were sent to her assist: 
ance. 

On the 6th a rear-end collision be- 
tween two freight trains on the Pitts: 
burgh & Lake Erie®railroad occurred 
near Edinburgh station, Pa. Eighteer 
cars of merchandise were badly 
wrecked. The trainmen escaped in- 
jury. 

SEVERAL prisoners escaped from the 
St. Joseph county (Ind.) jail, at South 
Bend, on the morning of the 6th, 
They tore a hoie with their hands in 
the iron floor of the first tier of cells 
and descended into the basement, es- 
caping by the cellar door. A murderer 
was among the gang. They were aided 
by persons on the outside. 

PALLAS8, the Spanish anarchist who 
attempted to assassinate Gen. Martinez 
del Campos, and who was condemned 
by a court-martial to be shot with his 
back to the firing party, was executed, 
on the 6th, near Barcelona. 

On the night of the 8th Deputy United 
States Marshal E. W. Goodner on re- 
turning home from church at St. Paul, 
Minn., was met at his front door by a 
burglar. Both fired, but the burglar 
was not as good a marksman as the 
deputy, and the crook dropped with a 
bullet through his stomach, while the 
officer was untouched. The burglar’s 
wound will probably be fatal. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

News that the diplomatic corps at 
Rio de Janeiro had determined no 
longer to ignore the dangerous state of 
affairs in that city, and had decided to 
land naval forces, spread with great 
rapidity through the city, and produced 
almost frantic joy in all quarters of the 
panic-stricken place. The marines are 
under orders for the protection only of 
persons of their respective nationali- 
ties. 

DESPITE the unparalleled exodus to 
Jackson park on the 9th (Chicago 
day). there were thousands of persons 
in attendance at the Evangelical alli- 
ance congress in Columbus hall at the 
Art palace in Chicago. A general dis- 
cussion upon the religious condition of 
Protestant Christendom was the feat- 
ure of the day’s proceedings. 

Iris stated that the record of the 
yellow fever epidemic at Brunswick, 
Ga., has disproved the long-accepted 
idea that the negro was practically 
proof against the attacks of the dis- 
ease, the greater number of the cases 
there being those of colored people. 
Twenty-six of the twenty-nine new 
cases reported on the 9th were colored, 

Parp admissions to the World’s fair 
on the 9th (Chicago day), estimated, 
were 751,000, almost double that of the 
biggest day at the Paris exposition, the 
next largest number ever gathered on 
a like occasion.

Near Yellville, Ark., on the 10th, 
Mrs. Frank Rice killed her 6-year-old 
son. The boy found an old pistol and 
gave it to his mother. She, supposing 
it was empty, playfully pointed it at the 
child and fired, with fatal results. 

Pap admissions to the World’s Fair 
on the 10th were 713,646. 

A RELIEF train of six cars of supplies 
for the fever-stricken city of Brunswick, 
Ga., left Jersey City on the 10th. 
Tnene is growing excitement through- 
out. the State of Sonora, Mexico, at the 
appearance of black small pox at Posol 
and other cities. 

A TREASURY statement issued on the 
7th shows the total paper money of each 
denomination outstanding October ist, 
to aggregate $1,126,395, 031. 

THe news from every section of the 
guif coast stricken by the storm makes 
it safe to estimate the loss of life at 
2,000, while many million dollars worth. 
of property was destroyed. Besides 
that thousands of people have been de- 
prived of the means of making a liveli- 
hood. 

A TERRIFIC wind storm passed through 
the southern portion of Union County, 
Ark., on the 6th, doing great damage to 
crops. 

Mrs. Mamie ‘TurNER, convicted of 
having murdered her husband, John 
Turner, of Delta County, Texas, was 
placed in the penitentiary on the 6th.

CHICAGO'S BUSY DAY. 


The Magnificent Celebration of 
Chicago Day at the Fair. 








Over [Three Quarters of a Million Peo- 
ple Went to Jackson Park to 
Participate in the Festi- 
vities of the Occasion. 





The Greatest Exposition That the World 
Ever Saw Visited by the Biggest 
Multitude Ever Gathered 
For a Like Parpose. 


WorLp'’s Fam Grounps, Cuicaco, 
Oct. 10.—The programine for Chicago 
day at the World's fair yesterday was 
as follows: 

MORNING, 

Parade of the Chicago hussars in the 
Midway plaisance and through the 
grounds; cannon salute toall nations 
by Battery D; Chicago's welcome to 
the world in music and song; Apollo 


club chorus of 1,000 voices and 
bands; Fanfare of Universal 
Peace by eight trumpeters from 
Fort Sheridan in herald’s  uni- 


form; overture, ‘All Nations,” by the 
combined bands; ‘he Star Spangled 
Banner,” by a chorus of 2,000 voices, 
refrain by the multitude; music of 
the southern states, ‘Dixie,” ‘*Mary- 
land,” “Kentucky Home,” ete., by the 
united bands; “Columbia, the Gem of 
the Ocean,” chorus, orchestra and 
bands; ‘‘Grand March,” united bands; 
ringing of Liberty Bell by Mayor Harri- 
son (at noon); ‘‘America”’ and doxology 
by the multitude, salute of cannon and 
bands; vocal concert on Terminal 
plaza, anthems of all nations: exhibi- 
tion drill in Stock pavilion by Chicago 
hussars. 
AFTERNOON. 

Reunion of states at 2 p. m. at the 
court of honor; review of states, in 
five sections, represented by youths 
and maidens, all handsomely costumed. 
The elaborate programme was carried 
out to the letter and every event was 
thoroughly enjoyed by the vast multi- 
tude. 

THE FIRST EVENT. 

The first cvent arranged by the 
World's fair committee of the Chicago 
common council took place at 9 o’clozk, 
and was more closely associated with 
Chicago's birth and early history than 
any thing else on the programme. 

The old Pottawattamie chief, Simon 
Pokagon, whose father, Leopold, 
deeded the land upon which Chicago is 
built, and who had been induced to 
come from his home,in Hartford, Mich., 
for Chicago day, stood beside the 
Columbian bell with uncovered head 
in the dress of the white man and re- 
ceived the homage of thousands. He 
was born sixty-three years ago, Sep- 
tember 27 last, on the day that the 
transfer deed was delivered to the 
agents of the United States govern- 
ment. By his side stood tbe most 
picturesque figure among more than 


750,090 people. His dress con- 
sisted of a heavy and_ varied 
coat of paint on his face, body and 
limbs. A head dress of feathers 
and a breech clout of beaded buck- 
skin. He wore moceassins and looked 


a typical Indian on the war path al- 
though he came with a message of 
peace, standing as a historic figure be- 
tween the Chicago of yesterday and 
the Chicago of to-day. He was chief 
John Young, 60 years of age, who 
came from the Pottawattamie reserva- 
tion near Niles, Mich., to tell the peo- 
ple of all nations that his father, who 
bore the same name, christened the 
World's fair city “Chicago,” which, lit- 
erally interpreted, means ‘Where the 
skunk dwells.” 

These two old and feeble Pottawa- 
tomie chiefs were the idols of the hour. 
Several thousand people scrambled 
and pushed in a wild endeavor to shake 
their hands. Miss Emma C. Sickels, 
the heroine of Pine Ridge, introduced 
the two Indians to the multitude which 
surrounded the new clarion of liberty. 
Referring to Chief Pokagon, she said: 

This magnificent city now has as its guest an 
old and feeble man whose life has teen spent 
in exile from the land of his fathers. Where 
his father once presided over councils he now 
returns to find an exposition of the peace and 
progress of the world. This is the first time 
thata place of honor or any recognition has 
been given at the Columbian exposition to the 
first inhabitants and owners of this country. 
The ground upon which these two Indians 
stand is really theirs, because the United 
States government has not yet paid them for 
it. But the money will be paid after years of 
appealing through moral and legal channels. 

Chief Pokagon was received with 
great cheering, waving of hats, ete. 
He had his speech written out, but only 
read part of it as his command of En- 
glish was not sufficient for the occasion 
nor his voice strong. This is part of 
what he said and was said for him: 

If any of my countrymen feel the sting of 
neglect because their rights have been ignored 
at the great World's fair until now, I beseech 


them to lay aside all-bitterness or spite. Let 
us not crucify ourselves by going 
over the blood trails we have trod 


in other days, but rather let us hope for the 
future and rejoice in the present. The ques- 
tion comes up to us again and again, what can 
be done for the best good of the remnant of our 
race. The answer to me is plain. We must 
give up the pursuits of our fathers. In place 
of the gun, bow and arrow we must take up the 
plow and live as white men do. They 
must learn and love to wave the Stars 
and Stripes, and at all times to re- 
joice that they are American citizens. 
Our children must be educated and learn the 
trades of the white men. We must convince 
the world in this Colum>ian year that we are 
men and not savages. I was pained to learn that 
some who should have been interested in our 
people discouraged our coming to the = 
alleging that woe are heartless, soulless an 

Godless. The great west has been swallowed 
up by the white men, and by adoption we = 
children of this great republic. When I crot ke

its greatness. My heart throbbed within me, 
as in boyhood, when, for the first time with 
bow inhand, a frightened deer leaped out be- 
fore me. 

Chief John Young was then present- 
ed to the people, but he did not speak. 
The two chiefs, Miss Sickels, Thad- 
deus S. Taylor, who came to Chicago 
1837, and whose father Lathrop M. 
Taylor, of South Bend, Ind., was a 
witness to the sale of Chicago's site by 
the Pottawattamies, grasped the red, 
white and blue covered rope made 
from scores of contributions from 


all nations at the fair, and 
gave the big bell a number 
of quick strokes, followed by the 


plaudits of the multitude. The chiefs 
then held a levee on the go-as-you- 
please and get-there-if-you-can plan. 
After being photographed they re- 
tired with their friends to see the fair. 

The ground of the terminal plaza 
could not be seen for the mass of peo- 
ple who filled it in front of the stand 
erected for the chorus of 3,000 voices 
under the direction of W. L. Tom- 
lins, an orchestra. The united ex- 
position bands and the Eighth 
cavalry Mexican band, accompanied 
the chorus ina mighty melody which 
aroused the 25,000 people in front to a 
high pitch of patriotic enthusiasm. 

While the festival of song and instru- 
ment 1 musie was in progress Chica- 
go's crack society cavalry troop, the 
Chicago hussars, passed by on their 
fine horses from the Midway plaisance. 
A path for them was made through the 
multitude with difficwlty. 

_THE CROWNING GLORY. 

The crowning glory of the anniver- 
sary day was the pageantry which 
600,000 people viewed within the gates 
of the Columbian city last night. 

Soon after the sun went down to be 
replaced by the power of electricity, the 
procession of twenty-six magnificent 
floats, with their occupants of both 
sexes, entered the fair grounds through 
the Sixty-second-street gate. The 
first represented Chicago in her growth 
receiving all the nations of the earth. 
The hussars, in their trappings of sil- 
ver and black, followed as an escort, 
and the Iowa state band made the mu- 
sic. Then came the genius of Music 
surrounded by a select chorus of fifty 
women. The next float represented 
Chicago and typical motto ‘I will,” 
guided by Liberty and surrounded by 
all the states of the union and wel- 
comed by all people of theunion. At 
the four corners were Music, Sculpture, 
Science and Literature. 

Chicago in 1812, a trading post,-was 
portrayed in a realistic picture. Cht- 
cago in war and peace were next de- 
picted in floats, which called for thun- 
ders of applause from the multitudi- 
nous throng in theCourtof Honor. The 
Fire Fiend came next, representing Chi- 
cago prostrate in 1871. The Commerce 
of Chicago was represented by an ar- 
gosy with wsingle sail on which the 
world, which is symbolic of Chicago, 
was emblazoned. 

The most magnificent float in the 
entire procession was illustrative of 
Columbus at the court of Isabella. The 
characters of the float were assumed 
by the members of the Columbian club 
of Chicago. 

Floats were also furnished by 
foreign-born residents of Chicago, 
illustrating foreign-born charaters and 
foreign events. Great Britain, Sweden, 
Germany, Ireland, Bohemia, France, 
Canada and Poiand were represented 
by one or more floats after the Chicago 
pageant had passed between the black 
mass of humanity, partially illumi- 
nated by the electric lights. 

The last float in the procession was 
“Electra, the Genius of Electricity,” 
drawn by eight horses. It was repre- 
sented by enormous dragons changing 
color from green to red and lighted 
within with 2.000 electric lights. 

There was a break in the procession 
after those illustrating Thicago had 
passed and thousands started home- 
ward under the impression the night 
pageant was over. 

The fire-works display exceeded in 
magnificence anything heretofore 
given inthe United States, if not in 
the world. The special pieces were 
illustrative of Old Fort Dearborn, the 
Old City Hall, Chicago Welcoming the 
World; Old Glory, carried by Mr. 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, to the heavens; 
Chicago Triumphant, being a repro- 
duction of Niagara Falls along the 
peristyle; the Burning of Chicago, 
covering an area of 14,000 square feet, 
produced in four scenes, and the picture 
of Chicago’s first mayor. The whole 
scene was a blaze of fairy lamps. 

The force of guards was entirely in- 
adequate for the occasion, and com- 
plaints of pocket-picking, fainting 
women and struggling men were heard 
and seen during the half hour which 
was occupied by the interesting cere- 
mony. 

THE ATTENDANCE. 

Seven hundred and fifty thousand 
people—the greatest crowd that ever 
congregated—visited the World's fair 
yesterday breaking the one-day record 
at Paris by an overwhelming majority, 
completely smothering the “‘big fair” 
figures of any other exposition ever 
held, and establishing a mark which 
it is safe to predict, the present gener- 
ation will never see again attained. 

When the morning sun, looking 
through a light mist, peeped over the 
white peristyle at 5 o'clock many peo- 
ple were nearing the different en- 
trances to the’ ground, and by the time 
the gates were opened at 6:30 fully 10,- 
000 people besieged each passage, eager 
for admission. From that hour until 
late in the afternoon there was a con- 
stant stream at every gate. 





THE TARIFF HEARINGS. 


Testimony That Is Condemnatory of Tar- 
iff Reform. 

The best essays on political economy 
which have been written for many a 
day are the luminous reports of the 
tariff hearings furnished by our Wash- 
ington bureau. These reports are un- 
pretentious, and do not attempt to 
analyze causes and effects in an acade- 
mic way; but they contain a faithful 
reproduction of the statements of fact 
made by business men respecting the 
course of prices and time present indus- 
trial condition of the country. The 
witnesses are not theorists bent either 
upon justifying or controverting cam- 
paign platforms and arguments. They 
are plain business men who know what 
are the facts respecting the industries 
with which they are identified. With 
one consent they have borne testimony 
to the general paralysis of business 
caused by uncertainty respecting the 
tariff policy of the country. With few 
exceptions they unite in declaring that 
confidence can be restored and pros- 
perity be regained if congress will de- 
fer the revision of the tariff and speedi- 
ly announce its intentions. 

Representatives of the iron and steel 
industries, in which four hundred and 
fifty thousand men are ordinarily em- 
ployed, were heard. They gave a lucid 
account of the deplorable condition of 
their trade. After thirty years of un- 
broken progress and prosperity mines 
have been closed, furnaces and mills 
have ceased operation, and tens of 
thousands of workmen have been 
thrown out of employment. The main 
cause of this industrial catastrophe has 
been the menace of radical changes in 
the tariff. If this were removed, there 
would be a general revival of business, 
factories and mines would be operated 
on full time and thousands of idle work- 
men would be profitably employed. 
That is the testimony of representa- 
tives of nearly every other industry 
who have been questioned by the com- 
mittee on ways and means. 

The democratic members have at- 
tempted without avail to confuse these 
witnesses. They have sought to wring 
from them admissions that consumers 
were burdened by protection, that for- 
eigners could not pay duties when their 
goods were shut out, and that with 
free raw materials American manu- 
facturers ought to be satisfied with 
heavy reductions of the tariff. These 
practical business men have not al- 
lowed themselves to be entangled by 
hypothetical questions and free-trade 
polemics. They have known the facts 
about their own business and have 
stated them wiih clearness and preci- 
sion. They have contended that con- 
sumers have not been burdened since 
prices have been lowered by competi- 
tion; that foreigners have not been 
shut out since importations have stead- 
ily increased and were never greater 
than during the year following the pas- 
sage of the McKinley act, and that free 
raw materials, while they would de- 
stroy many great industries, would not 
compensate manufacturers for the re- 
ductions of duties and the disturbance 
and uncertainty caused by prolonged 
tariff agitation. 

When Mr. Cobden was advocating 
free trade in England fifty years ago 
his great argument was that prices 
would be cheapened, and that the 
working classes would be fully em- 
ployed at higher wages. The tariff 
hearings are demonstrating that both 
of these objects have been secured in 
the United States under protection. 
Prices have been lowered decade after 
decade in consequence of industrial 
competition, and all sorts and condi- 
tions of inen have been working at the 
best wages paid anywhere in the 
world. What, then, has the free-trader 
to offer to the American people? Even 
if he could guarantee a further cheap- 
ening of prices, it would be no more 
than has been accomplished under pro- 
tection; and of ‘what advantage would 
the reduction be if the great body of 
workers were unemployed and unable 
to buy at any price? The revenue re- 
former does not venture to assume that 
wages will be higher or work more 
constant than in 1892, the last year of 
republican prosperity and hope. He 
cannot do this when the mere menace 
of his activity has thrown thousands of 
workmen out of employment.—N. Y. 
Tribune. 


PROTECTION TESTIMONY. 


Facts Brought Out Before the Ways and 
Means Committee. 

The tariff hearings before the ways 
and means committee of the house 
have come to an end without showing 
that the country has the slightest 
yearning for that great ‘‘reform” 
which is said to have been demanded 
by the verdict of last November. A 
large majority of the gentlemen who 
appeared before the committee argued 
for a retention, not an abolition, of du- 
ties, and, what is more, they had the 
figures to show that their arguments 
were just and reasonable. It is amus- 
ing to note that one of them is the pro- 
prietor of a democratic newspaper in 
Cleveland which has been preaching 
free trade. This demonstrates how far 
@ man may be carried by a party cry 
and how little sincerity there is in the 
propaganda. Whatever the Cleveland- 
er’s views may be on the general sub- 
ject of protection, he is most emphatic 
in declaring that the duties on lead 
ores should be retained. His paper has 
probably often made sport of the pro- 
test against the ‘“‘pauper labor of Enu- 
rope,” but this. does not prevent him 
from deprecating competition with the 
*peon labor of Mexico.” 

The hearings have strengthened the 
cause of protection as in the nature of 
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things they were bound to. ‘Ihere has 
never been any testimony on the other 
side. In lieu of it we have had essays 
by dogmatic doctrinaires, some of 
whom are drawing salaries in colle- 
giate institutions where they live 4n al- 
most complete isolation from the 
world, while others have taken to poli- 
tics and spouted from the stump. The 
former know almost nothing of the 
struggle for life except what they read 
in their free trade books, and would 
sacrifice flesh and blood to statistics 
which prove nothing. The latter are 
more calculating but quite as innocent 
of any knowledge of business. They 
are both great at pamphlet making, 
but their ex parte statements are soon 
riddled under the questioning of such 
men as Reed and other republican 
leaders. 

The testimony being in, the commit- 
tee will now proceed to formulate a 
bill without the least regard for any- 
thing that has been said. The chair- 
man is himself one of the doctrinaires, 
an ex-professor, able of his kind, but 
saturated with the errors of his school. 
Still it is doubtful if any very radical 
measure will pass congress. Too many 
great business interests would be in- 
juriously affected thereby. Any Dill 
will be largely amended, for the poli- 
ticians dare not destroy these interests, 
and besides that they know well cnough 
that a reduction of tariff means a reduc- 
tion of revenue which is au impossibil- 
ity under existing conditions. —Chicago 
Journal. 


DEMOCRATIC PROTECTIONISTS. 


Convincing Evidence in Favor of a High 
Tariff. 

Congressman Wilson, the chairman 
of the ways and means committee, is a 
West Virginia democrat and a free 
trader. At the tariff hearing of his 
committee he was confronted by the 
democratic governor of his state, Mr. 
McCorkle, who, though he was elected 
on a tariff reform platform, appeared 
as the earnest advocate of protection to 
the coal interests of West Virginia. 
Gov. McCorkle said that every man, 
woman and child in West Virginia de- 
manded protection for West Virginia 
products from injurious foreign compe- 
tition. 

Ex-Senator Davis, from the same 
state, reminded Chairman Wilson that 
in six counties in Mr. Wilson’s con- 
gressional district there was a popula- 
tion of seventeen thousand persons de- 
pendent upon the production of coal 
for a living, and all favorable to the 
continuance of a protective tariff. Mr. 
Reed, of Maine, ventured to ask the 
democratic governor of West Virginia 
what he thought about the tariff on 
New England's manufacturing inter- 
ests, and receivedareply which must be 
entirely satisfactory to every friend of 
republican protection. Gov. McCorkle 
said; ‘I suppose the New England peo- 
ple know better than anybody else 
how high a tariff is necessary. I think 
I would be willing to take their word 
on that subject.” 

During the discussion ex - Senator 
Davis declared that the duty on coal 
ought to be higher than it is. He said 
West Virginia has a greater coal bear- 
ing area thun any other state in the 
union; that four years ago the Elk- 
horn valley was a wilderness, while to- 
day it has a population of thirty thou- 
sand largely employed in making coke. 
He said the miners are trembling with 
fear because of the tariff agitation. 
Senator Davis implored the manufac- 
turers of New England to stand by the 
people of West Virginia in their de- 
mand for 4 continuance of a protec- 
tive tariff, more especially because a 
syndicate of eastern capitalists had re- 
cently obtained control of Nova Scotia 
coal mines, and were seeking by the 
aid of a reduced tariff to enter into 
competition for our home market. 

It is not a little surprising that, 
knowing these facts last November, 
the people of West Virginia voted for 
a candidate who ran on a platform 
which favored the destruction of the pro- 
tective tariff as an ‘‘unconstitutional” 
creation. The most urgent appeals 
for the continuance of a protective 
tariff that have been made before the 
ways and means committee during the 
past few days have come from demo- 
crats whose democracy has been un- 
questioned.—N. Y. Mail and Express.

The Senater from Indiana Moved 
Continuous Session. | 


A QUORUM KEPT THEIR SEATS. 


At Four in the Morning They Were on 
Hand and Were Listening to Mr. 
Allen Who Had Spoken for 


Twelve Long Hours. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 183.—As had been’ 
announced, the continuous sitting of the 
senate wasinaugurated Wednesday even- | 
ing, and all night long that body held; 
their seats and listened to the Nebraska 
senator, who took the floor at the close! 
of Senator Cockrell’s speech. 

At 5:15 o’clock Mr. Cockrell completed 
his long speech. His voice was nearly 
gone, and he could only shake his head 
in response to the inquiry of the vice- 
president as to whether he had com- 
pleted his remarks. 

After some routine business Mr. Al- 
len, Populist, of NeLraska, took the flooi 
to continue his speech. Xir. Alloa wa: 
still speaking when, at 6:05 o'clock, My. 
Dubois, Republican, of Idaho, rose, ain 
Mr. Allen yielded the floor to him. Hi 
observed that it was 6 o'clock, the hou 
when the serate usually adjourned. [Hh 
asked the senator from 
Voorhees, whether he was going tomake 
that motion this eveming. 

‘“T feel it my highest duty,” said Mr. 
Vorhees, not to make that motion this 
evening, but on the contrary to ask th 
senate to stay together in continuous svs- 
sion until the pending measure 1s dis- 
posed of.” 

Mr. Dubois said the statement of the 
senator from Indiana meant that th« 
senate was to be held in continuous ses 
sion until the pending bill was brought 
toa vote or until it was demonstrated 
that it could not be brought to a vote. 
He said there had been no attempt at fil- 
ibustering on the part of the opponents 
of repeal. 

Mr. Voorhees replied at great length. 
He suggested to Mr. Dubois the wisdom 
of saying “let not him that girdeth o:: 
his armor boast himself as he that put 
teth it off.” **We will see who fails in 
this transaction before we are done,” 
said Mr. Voorhees. ‘‘I feel that my fect 
are onarock, and there I shall stan. 
and vindicate a great and mighty prin 
ciple. But before I say a word on tha! 
subject I will ask the senator from daly 
whether he will fix a date to taize u 
vote.” 

Mr. Dubois said there were distin- 
guished senators who had not talked on 
the subject, and he could not, nor could 
any one say when the debate would 
probably close. 

Mr. Voorhees started to press the 
question further, but apparently changed 
his mind and said: ‘*Without pressing 
the senator from Idaho, I understand 
the situation perfectly well. There will 
be no day named. If there could be a 
day named by the opponents of ‘this bill. 
we could come to an understandiug di- 
rectly. Itis because obstruction is re- 
sorted to, pure and simple, against levis- 
lation that we are in the attitude we ar 
now. We regret exceedingly to have tu 
resort to the methods now before us.” 

Mr. Hoar observed tiat continuou 
sessions Were not an innovation, recall 
ing the fact that the Bland-Allison bili 
was passed about 5 o’clock in the mor: 
ing. 

Mr. Voorhees said this episode in th 
history of the senate would result in rv- 
forming the rules of the body. At th 

roper time—not in connection with . 

eated discussion—he would vote for 
some measure by which a determination 
of a question could be reached. = Other- 
wise the body would lose its proper ir 
fluence and standing before the Ameri 
can people and before the world, sai: 
Mr. Voorhees. “I believe this body 
should have rules by which to conclad 
discussion and reach a vote, higher 
more reasonable, more sensible and more 
decent than the rule on which we arc 
entering now, which is the only one. The 
opponents of this bill will not name any 
day for a vote. They will resort to dila- 
tory measures to prevent action being 
taken at all. Who is to quit? Sir, | 
would rather be carried from this desk 
feet foremost and put to sleep at my 
home in Terre Haute forever, than to 
yield the principle that the majority has 
aright to govern. Istand here for the 
highest principle of free government 
known to history.” 

Senator Allen concluded his speech » 
the stroke of 8 o’clock, having been «n 
the floor 14 hours and 45 minutes. Whe 
he finished his eves were as clear, hi 
voice as strong and his gestures as vi; « 
orous as when he took the floor. 

His speech breaks all previous reéc- 
ords, and his powers of endurance won 
for him the adiniration of those opposed 
to his tactics.

At the conclusion of Mr. Allen’sspeech, 
Mr. Voorhees moved to lay the Peffer 
amendineut on the table. 

Mr. Wolcott suggested that no qno- 
rum was present; but 46 senators were 
found to be in the hall. 

The vote resulted—yeas, 29; nays 12. 
A call was ordered, and 45 answered 
‘there.” 

During the call of the roll Mr. Dubois 
refused to vote. His excuse was ren- 
dered, and was rejected by the senate, 
still he refused to vote when his name 
was called again and again.

A Free Coinage Defeat. 

The amendment thus defeated was a 
complete free coinage act in itself. I 
was intended to supplement the repeal 
paragraph of the Voorhees bill. 

The amendment prescribed the pro- 
portions and weight of gold and silver 
coins to be coined hereafter and the na- 
ture of the alloy, and provided the nec- 
essary machinery for the execution of 
its purpose, namely, the free coinage of 
both gold and silver. 

The vote having been announced, Mr. 
Voorhees remarked that the only other 
amendment pending to the house bill 
was the amendment reported from the 
finance committee. 

‘‘What has become of all the other 
amendments thaf have been offered?” 
Mr. Butler inquired. 

‘There have been none others offered,” 
Mr. Voorhees replied. ‘‘There have 
been notices of amendments given.”

Dear Sir:—Replying to your commu. 
nication of Sept. 7th, 1893, conveying to 
the State Executive Committee of the 
Democratic party of Alabama the propo~ 
sition of your Committee. I am instruc- 
ted to say that the proposition sulmitted 
by you cannot be accepted. 

It is the sense of this Committee, after 
due consideration, that it 13 without 
power om authority to accept the proposis 
tion submitted on part of your Com 
mittee. In addition to the entire lack fof 
authority on the part of this committee to 
dea] with you in an organized capacity as 
representing what you term the ‘‘Jeffer- 
sonian Democracy of Alabama,’ in set- 
tling existing differences, it is the opin- 
ion of our Committee that the course sug- 
gested by you would not leed to peace or 
a permanent solution of these troubles, 
but would tend to emphasize and perpes 
tute the uphappy condition of dissension 
and avimostly which, by reason of the 
course adopted by the leadere of your 
party in August and November, 1892, has 
been produced among those wh” have for 
years contributed to the success and 
triumph of Democratic principles. 

The iuterest of the whole people of this 
State are so dependent upon the con 
tinued supremacy of Democratic rule 
that all good men have looked with re- 
gret upon the unbappy division which 
has been brought about by the with- 
drawal of a considerable part of our vo» 
ters, and it is the sincere desire of the or- 
ganized Democracy of this State, that 
these men ghould return to their allegis 
ance to the party from which they with-~ 
drew. 

The position assumed by you and your 
committee is not one of friendless to the 
Democracy, but, as understood by us, is 
an invitation from a hostile organization 
to combat and contest with you for politi- 
cal supremacy in this State. 

This Committee, recognizing that all 
who voted for Cleveland and Stevenson

OCTOBER CROP REPORTS. 


The General Condition and Yield of 
Harvested and Unharvested of Cereals, 
Cotton and Other Crops as Deduced 
from the October Returns to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—The October 
returns to the statistican of the depart- 
ment of agriculture make the general 
condition of corn 55.1 against 76.7 for 
last month and 79.8 for October 1892. 
This falling off in condition is the re- 
sult of the continued drought which 
has prevailed since June and was not 
broken in the corn belt until the latter 
end of September. The drought was 
most severe in the principal corn-pro- 
ducing states. The averages of condi- 
tion in these states are as follows: 
Ohio 70, Indiana 61, Illinois 66, Iowa 
93, Missouri 89, Kansas 64, Nebraska 65. 

The returns of yield per acre of 
wheat indicate a production of about 
11.3 bushels, being 1.7 bushels less than 
last October’s estimate. The rate of 
yield in New York is 14.5 bushels; 
Pennsylvania, 14; Ohio, 15; Indiana, 14; 
Illinois, 15.4; Wisconsin, 13.5; Minne- 
sota, 10.1: Iowa, 11.5; Missouri, 9.5; 
Kansas, 8.4; Nebraska, 8.7; South Da- 
kota, 8.6; North Dakota, 9.5; California, 
11.2. The highest rate of yield isin 
the New England, eastern, extreme 
western and mountain states, and low- 
est in the the central west and south- 
ern states. The small yield is the re- 





sult of the drought during the 
fall which caused poor germina- 
tion and growth, the severe winter 


following causing considerable winter 
killing. The low condition in many 
states is the result of the dry spring. 
The yield would have been much less 
had not much of the worthless wheat 
been plowed up and the ground put in 
other grains. The quality in the east- 
ern, southern and Pacific states is up 
to an average, while the states from 
which the commercial supplies are ob- 
tained is below an average. The 
states reporting the lowest average as 
to quality are: Kentueky, 86; Illinois, 
80; Wisconsin, 85; Iowa, 88: Missouri, 
73: Kansas, 75; Nebraska, 84. 

The average yield of oats, consoli- 
dated, is 23.5 bushels, against 24.8 last 
year. The last report of condition was 
74.0, against 78.9 for the same month 
last year. 

‘The average of the estimated state 
yields of rye is 13.3, against 12.7 last 
year. 

The average yield of barley is 21.7, 
against 23.7 last year. 

The condition of buckwheat is 73.5, 
against77.5 last month, and 85.6 Octo- 
ber 1, 1892. 

The condition of potatoes is given at 
71.2, a loss of only six-tenths of a point 
since last report. But three October 
conditions have been lower in the last 
decade—in i887, 1890 and 1892. 

The condition of tobacco has im- 
proved slightly over last month, being 
74.1, against 72.5 last month. 





The October Cotton Report Shows a De- 
cline in Condition. 

WastIncton Oct. 11.—The October 
report of the statistical division of the 
department of agriculture makes cot- 
ton show a decline of 2.7 points from 
the September condition, which was 
73.4 as against 70.7 for this month. 
The condition of cottonin the month of 


June was 85.6, declining to 82.7 in 
July, and to 80.4 in August,  los- 


ing from that time to the present 9.7 
The ‘retrogressive tendency 
has been persistent during the seasog. 
The reports from the most fertile parts 
of the cotton belt are’far from hopeful. 
The Texas crop of 1892 and 1898 was 
about 51 per cent. of the entire crop of 
the country, and the October report of 
this department for 1892 showed a con- 
dition of 77 per cent. as against 65 per 
cent. for 1895. 

The percentages of states are: Vir- 
ginia, 93; North Carolina, 76: South 
Carolina, 62: Georgia, 76; Florida, $4: 
Alabama, 7¢: Mississippi, 73; Louisi- 
ana, 71; ‘fexas, 65; Arkansas, 71: Ten- 
nessee, 59. 

The October condition in the states 
of Virginia and North Carolina is the 
same as that of September, while Texas 
has gained two points. The reports 
from the eight remaining states indi- 
cate declines in condition from 1 to 10 
points. 

The state averages for September 


points. 


were: Virginia. 93; North Carolina, 
76; South Carolina, 63; Georgia, 77; 


Florida, 85; Alabama, 78; Mississippi, 
78: Louisiana, 81: Texas, 63: Arkansas, 
80; Tennessee, 65. 

The causes of the deteriorated condi- 
tion are the same as those reported in 
the September report. The weather 
conditions have not been favorable, pro- 
tracted and widely-prevalent drought, 
excessive moisture in some places and 
the various insect enemies of the plant 
have all contributed toward producing 
the low conditions reported. A late 
and favorable autumn is the only hope 
of improvement. Weather conditions 
are favorable to successful picking in 
most parts.

QUARANTINE, N. Y., Oct. 11.—Dr. 
Jenkins, health officer of the port, is- 
sued the following bulletin at 9 o'clock 
last evening: 

All of the passengers and crew of the steamer 
Russia are well. They have been inspected 
twice to-day and all of the steerage passengers 
have foeen transferred to Hoffman island for 
observation, 288 having been taken yesterday 
and ten to-day. They have all received a bath 
and their clothing and other effects have been 
thoroughly disinfectedy by steam. 

There is no occasion for alarm. however, as 
the steerage passengers of the steamer are 
healthy, clean and well.

Notable Visit of the Forelgn World’s Faiz 
Commissioners to North Dakota to View 
Harvesting Machinery at Work. 
Forty-five Deering Twine Binders, form. 

ing a procession half a mile in length, and 

steadily moving through @ waving sea of 
wheat—such was the sight that greeted the 

Foreign Commissioners to the World’s Fair 

during their recent famous visit to the bo- 

nanza farms of North Dakota. This impos- 
ing spectacle was witnessed on the great El 

Valley farm at Larimore, North Dakota, a 

farm comprising 12,000 acres or nearly 19 

square miles, 10,000 acres of which formed 

one unbroken fenceless field of wheat. To 
yitness this sight the distinguished spec- 
tators, comprising fifty foreign diplomats, 

World’s Fair Commissioners and represen- 

tatives of the foreign press, together with 

an equal number of Americans, eminent in 

W orld’s Fair, Railroad and Commercial cir- 

cles, had undertaken the discomforts of a 

thousand mile journey from Chicago; and 

the exclamations of delight and surprise, 
and the cries of ‘‘brayo’’ that rang out on 
the air showed that their expectations were 
vastiy more than realized. Sent here to 
study all things American, these gentle- 
men had been especially desirous of witness. 
ing the methods in vyogue on the much 
talked-of ‘bonanza’? wheat farms, Four 
days before they had left Chicago as guests 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Pau! Rail- 
road, along whose route from Chicago to St. 

Paul they had received one continuous ova- 

tion. From St. Paul through Minnesota and 

North Dakota they traveled as guests of the 

Great Northern Railroad, and the farther 

north they traveled the warmer and more 

cordial was their reception. Here at Lari- 
more they found the climax of interest and 
the height of hospitality. They were met 
at their train and escorted to carriages by 
what seemed to be the whole population of 

the little city of Larimore, headed by O. H. 

Phillips, the Mayor, Gov. Shortridge, and 

N. G. Larimore, the proprietor of the 

great farm which they were to see. 

Silently and almost breathlessly at first 

they viewed the mighty phalanx of ina- 

chines; then quickly alighting from their 
conveyances they followed the machines on 
foot, eagerly peering into their mechanism 
as if bent on finding the secret of their per- 
fect, automatic, almost noiseless action. 

For an hour or more they followed the 

machines, asking innumerable questions of 

Mr. Larimore and his sons, when they were 

called toone sideof the field where scien- 

tific tests of draft were being made under 
the supervision of Mayor O. H. Phillips and 

Mr. C. H. Oimstead. The machines tested 

—thoe Deering Pony binder and the Deering 

{deal mower—Were remarkable because 

embodying the ball and roller bearings, 

such as are used in bicycles and bicycle 
sulkies. Twelve tests were made on each 
machine with a registered Osterheld & 

Eickmeyer dynamometer, each representing 

the draft involved in cutting a six-foot 

swath, 100 feet in length, in twenty to 
twenty-five seconds of time. The six cut- 
ting tests ofthe binder showed an average 
of only 298 pounds of draft. The six tests 
in which the machino was run in gear over 
the tops of the stubble justcut, known as 
the “rolling draft’’ test, showed an average 
draft of only 207 pounds. The Deering 
{deal mower, a new machine also fitted with 
the bicycle bearings, in heavy "peas showed 
acutting draft averaging 126 pounds, and 
the rolling draft ninety-two pounds.

At the olose of these teste the commis- 
sioners, together with a party of spectators, 
were tendered a good, substantia: prairie 
chicken dinner by Mrs. Larimore and her 
Leighbors. Toasts followed. Gov. Short- 
ridge, Mayor Poillips and Rev. J. H. Keeley 
delivered eloquent addresses of we.come, 
which were responded to by D. M. De Per- 
alta, of Costa Rica; Mr. A. Grineysky, th 
assistant Russian commissioner; Don Al- 
bert» Gomez Ruano, of Uruguay: Mr. Har- 
ry Vincent, of Costa Rica, and Judge At- 
water, of Minneapolis. Mr. Larimore also 
spoke. He said that by using the best 
methods and machinery he had reduced the 
cost of raising and marketing wheat to be- 
tween #4.50 and 25.09 an acre. 

MR. APPLEBY SUKPRISES THE COMMISSIONERS. 


Mr. John F. Appleby, the inyentor of 
the Appleby twine binder, wi.ose pres- 
ence was a surprise to the commissioners, 
told of the history of his early struggles 
and the final universal adoption of his in- 
vention. He paid a glowing tribute to Mr. 
William Deering, to whose enterprise he 
said the world was indebted fcr the intro- 
duction and general adoption of the ma- 
chine. Said he: 

‘In 1879, when the Deering Company made 
seventy-five of these binders, people smiled 
knowingly and predicted failure. The next 
year when Mr. Deering made 3,000 of the ma- 
chines, the manufacturers of the old reaper and 
the wire bindcr said he wascrazy.
